DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Frizner, US #1,887,087. 

3. Frizner teaches a license mounting plate comprising a mounting member (Figure 
2), license holding member 1 , and member 1 1 for supporting turn signals 5. Frizner 
does not teach two separate members however, this would have been obvious to a 
person having ordinary skill. It has been held that constructing a formerly integral 
structure in various elements involves only routine skill in the art. 

4. Frizner does not teach mounting the device at a specific angle, however, it would 
have been obvious to mount the device at an angle at which it may be most easily seen. 

5. Frizner teaches several sets of apertures (Figure 2). A first set holds lamps 5, a 
second aperture holds lamp 4 and a third set secures the device to the automobile 
using a bolt and a fastener. Each aperture include appropriate spacing for wiring. 

6. Frizner does not teach the specific method steps of the instant claims, however, 
these methods would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill given the structure of 
Frizner. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. US patents 1367961, 2900491, 1655993 and 1652664 are cited 
as of interest.
